Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  state  of  Public  Health  in  the  Urban  District  of  Printon 
and  Walton  for  the  year  1963*  The  Report  includes  that  of 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  same  period. 

There  were  59  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified 
during  the  year,  which  included  only  2 cases  of  dysentery  and 
4 of  food  poisoning.  No  cases  of  whooping  cough  were 
notified 5 and  the  state  of  the  public  health  in  the  district 
remains  satisfactory. 

The  attendance  at  County  Clinics  has  been 
satisfactory,  284  injections  against  diphtheria  and  I8I 
against  whooping  cough  have  been  given,  these  figures  being 
greater  than  for  last  year.  Similarly,  the  numbers  of 
children  attending  for  poliomyelitis  vaccine  have  increased, 
a total  of  99  primary  doses  having  been  given  and  231 
reinforcing  doses.  With  regard  to  smallpox  vaccination  - 
primary  vaccination  has  been  given  to  27  children  under  15, 
and  13  over  15>  and  48  re-vaccinations  have  been  carried  out. 

In  response  to  public  demand  it  has  been  decided  to 
provide  free  hand-washing  facilities  in  all  public 
conveniences , However,  experience  has  shown,  particularly 
in  the  summer  months,  that  these  facilities  have  been 
frequently  abused  by  the  public  using  these  conveniences, 
wholesale  pilfering  of  soap  and  towels  has  resulted  in 
considerable  expense  to  the  Council  and  it  has  been  difficult 
to  provide  and  maintain  this  service  at  a fully  operational 
level , 

The  commencement  of  the  main  sewerage  scheme  for 
Printon,  Kirby  and  Walton  took  place  this  year  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  work  will  progress  smoothly  till  the  full  treatment 
works  have  been  completed. 
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Slum  clearance  plans,  which  are  now  in  an  advanced 
stage,  have  hecn  temporarily  held  up  "by  redevelopment 
proposals  and  it  is  hoped  that  certain  decisions  will  he 
quickly  reached  to  enable  the  work  to  proceed. 

Housing  development  is  expanding  rapidly  by  private 
enterprise  and  is  fully  reported  elsewhere  in  the  report,  but 
attention  must  be  dra’.vn  as  before  to  the  undesirable 
consequences  that  may  arise  when  properties  are  erected  in 
\ansewered  parts  of  the  area,  loading  to  inevitable  overflov/  of 
cesspools  with  all  the  discomfort  that  this  entails  to 
occupants  and  others  - not  to  mention  the  possible  public 
hazards  that  may  be  caused  in  this  way  - aggravated  as  they 
always  are  by  the  difficulties  in  connexion  with  inadequate 
surface  water  drainage  and  the  clay  subsoil. 

Mention  must  again  be  made  of  the  congested  conditions 
in  the  Public  Health  Office.  7ith  three  people  working  in  a 
small  space,  there  is  no  facility  for  interviewing  callers 
apart  from  the  general  congestion  in  this  office,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  additional  accommodation  will  be  provided  in  the 
near  future. 

I v;ould  like,  in  conclusion,  to  express  my  gratitude 
to  the  Co\ancil,  the  Public  Health  Committee  5 and  officers  of 
the  Council  for  their  co-operation  and  advice  diiring  the  year 
and  to  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  my  thanks  for 
their  excellent  work.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  Urban  District  from  the 
Dedham  Pumping  Station  of  the  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks 
Company.  Subsidiary  sources  at  Lavrford  assist  the  supply 
during  the  summer  peak  period. 

During  1963  j 214  <>071  million  gallons  of  water  were 
supplied,  giving  an  average  daily  consimption  of  O.586  million 
gallons,  with  a peak  of  0.927  million  gallons  per  day. 

Domestic  consumption  was  178.757  million  gallons,  an 
average  daily  consumption  of  0.490  million  gallons.  Trade 
meters  recorded  35 <>314  million  gallons,  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  0.097  million  gallons. 

Domestic  and  trade  connections  to  the  mains  during  the 
year  totalled  228. 

Approximately  8l3  yards  of  new  mains  of  3"  and  4" 
diameter  were  laid  in  the  area. 

The  water  is  regularly  sampled  at  source  by  the  Company, 
analyses  being  carried  out  by  the  Counties  Public  Health 
Laboratories.  Specimen  remarks  of  analysis  are  appended. 

'’These  samples  are  practically  clear  and  bright 
in  appearance,  have  a reaction  on  the  alkaline 
side  of  neutrality  and  are  free  from  metals 
apart  from  a minute  trace  of  iron.  The  water 
is  hard  in  character,  but  its  content  of 
mineral  and  saline  constituents  in  solution  are 
not  excessive.  It  confoims  to  the  highest 
standard  of  organic  quality  and  bacterial  purity. 

These  results  are  indicative  of  a water  v/hich 
is  pure  and  wholesome  in  character  and  suitable 
for  public  supply  purposes." 

Satisfactory  bacteriological  findings  were  reported 
by  the  Laboratory  on.  .samples  of  the  water  obtained  during  the 
year  by  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the  Council,  from  points 
covering  all  parts  of  the  area. 

The  private  water  supply  to  the  Village  of  Kirby-le- 
Soken,  continued  to  provide  a water  satisfactory  in  both 
quality  and  quantity.

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As  a result  of  formal  and  informal  action,  7 houses 
were  completely  rehabilitated  and  modernised,  3 unfit  houses 
were  demolished  and  1 unfit  house  was  closed  for  habitation.. 

In  addition,  Improvement  Grants  were  av/arded  in  respect  of 
the  improvement  of  24  dwellings,  14  of  the  applications  for 
approved  Grants  being  a direct  result  of  the  Department's 
publicity  drive  which  was  mentioned  in  the  Annual  Report  for 
1962. 

A survey  of  houses  was  completed  in  the  North  Street 
area  of  Walton-on-Naze , and  some  23  unfit  houses  and  other 
buildings  in  3 areas  were  recommended  for  clearance.  The 
Council  accepted  the  recommendation,  and  decided  to  combine 
the  clearance  schemes  with  redevelopment  proposals  for  the 
area.  It  is  hoped  that  consideration  of  the  redevelopment 
proposals,  when  submitted  for  approval,  will  not  be  unduly 
protracted,  so  that  the  house  clearance  schemes  can  be  put  in 
hand  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.

RIVERS  AND  STREAM  POLLUTION 

The  heavily  overloaded  condition  of  the  Kirby-le- 
Soken  Sewage  Works,  continued  to  cause  pollution  of  the  Kirby 
Stream  during  1963,  Proposals  by  the  Council’s  Consulting 
Engineers  for  the  improvement  of  the  Works  met  with  some 
difficulties,  but  it  is  expected  that  these  will  shortly  be 
overcome  and  the  improvements  proceeded  with.  It  was  possible 
to  minimize  nuisance  conditions  in  the  Stream  during  the  summer 
months,  by  flooding  the  lower  reaches  with  sea  water  retained 
by  weir  boards.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Progress  was  made  during  1963  in  the  Council's 
comprehensive  scheme  for  the  improvement  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  facilities,  and  Stage  1 works  covering  the  provision 
of  relief  sewers  in  the  Chiirchfield  Road  and  Hall  Lane  areas  of 
Walton-on-Naze,  were  completed. 

The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  approved 
certain  of  Stage  2 proposals  to  be  put  out  to  tender.  These 
proposals  include  the  construction  of  the  first  phase  of  full 
treatment  sewage  disposal  works  in  Walton-on-Naze  and  of  a 42 
inch  sea  outfall,  a pumping  station  and  the  first  of  two  rising 
mains  to  the  disposal  works,  the  provision  of  a 30  inch 


Supplementary  storm  water  outfall  from  the  above  pumping 
station,  the  provision  of  a relief  sewer  into  Kirby-1 e-Soken 
sewage  disposal  works,  and  the  construction  of  new  sewers  in 
Great  Holland,  Outline  approval  was  also  given  by  the 
Minister  in  respect  of  the  Walton  valley  sewer. 

Proposals  for  improvements  to  sewage  disposal  works 
at  Great  Holland  and  Kirby-1 e-Soken  were  deferred  pending 
further  examination  by  the  Council  ’s  Consulting  Engineers. 


S>m-D.OTG  POOL 

A private  swimming  pool,  the  first  in  the  area,  was 
installed  in  June,  19^3  at  the  Martello  Caravan  Site,  Walton- 
on-Haze.  Having  a capacity  of  some  80,000  gallons  of  mains 
water,  the  pool  is  of  the  latest  type  in  Y/hich  the  water  is 
continuously  circulated,  filtered  and  chemically  treated.  In 
connection  with  the  cleanliness  of  the  v/ater,  some  33  samples 
were  obtained  and  sent  to  the  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Initially,  the  samples  were  not  all 
satisfactory,  but  experience  gained  by  the  Operator  in  the 
operation  of  the  pool  and  treatment  of  the  water  led  to 
improved  results.  Tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year,  a series  of 
samples  was  within  the  standard  recommended  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  Regular  samples  of  the  pool  v/ater  v/ill  be 
continued.

COUHCIL  HOUSIHG  SITES 

Work  in  the  erection  of  a further  I6  Council  dwellings 
in  Great  Holland,  was  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Accommodation  comprises  4x3  bedroom  houses,  4x2 
bedroom  bungalows  and  8x2  bedroom  flats.  The  bungalows  and 
flats  are  intended  for  accommodating  aged  persons. 

A scheme  was  also  prepared  for  the  erection  in  Walton 
Road,  7alton-on-lIaze  of  I9  one  and  two  bedroom  flats  in  three 
blocks,  and  work  should  be  commenced  shortly. 

The  under-occupation  of  a number  of  3 bedroom  Council 
houses  was  considered  by  the  Council,  and  in  order  to  release 
these  dv/ellings  for  occupation  bj?-  tenant  families,  it  was 
agreed  to  transfer  aged  tenants  to  smaller  accommodation  as 
and  when  available. 

The  Council  agreed  to  imdeftako  internal  decorations 
required  by  aged  or  infirm  tenants  of  bungalows  and  flats,  if 
requested  to  do  so,  and  to  meet  the  cost  by  an  addition  to  the 
dwelling  rental  for  a period  \antil  payment  is  completed.

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  District.  A few 
meat  purveyors  arrange  for  food  animals  to  be  slaughtered  in 
an  adjoining  District,  but  the  bulk  of  butchers  meat  in  the 
area  is  obtained  from  '?/holesale  Suppliers. 


MILK  SUPPLY 

Milk  is  handled  and  distributed  in  the  area  by  17 
distributors,  under  satisfactory  conditions.  Samples  are 
from  time  to  time  obtained  and  sent  to  the  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination. 

During  the  year,  some  difficulties  arose  in 
connection  with  the  condition  of  bacteriological  cleanliness 
of  milk  bottles  washed  by  machine  at  the  one  registered  dairy, 
located  in  Print on-on-Sea.  Investigations  were  being 

continued  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  bottle  washing  machine 
and  equipment  were  installed  during  1962. 


ICE-CREAIi 

There  were  84  vendors  of  pre-packed  ice-cream  on  the 
register. at  the  end  of  the  year.  Laboratory  investigations 
of  samples  are  reported  in  Page  9»  There  are  no  manufacturers 
of  ice-cream,  other  than  the  soft-^rix  variety,  in  the  area. 


BAKEHOUSES 

Some  47  inspections  were  made  of  the  8 bakehouses  in 
the  area,  and  a number  of  improvements  to  premises,  plant  and 
equipment  were  carried  out  following  informal  action.  There 
are  no  underground  bakehouses. 


POOD  HYGIEITE 

Advice  to  managements  and  food  handlers  in  the 
hygienic  handling,  preparation,  storage  and  distribution  of 
foodstuffs,  and  the  necessity  for  personal  hygiene,  was 
continued  during  the  year  at  foodshop  and  catering  premises. 
Although  an  advance  in  food  hygiene  matters  generally  has 
taken  place  during  the  past  few  years,  a great  deal  remains  to 
be  done  by  some  managements  and  food  handlers  in  the  exercise

of  their  responsibilities  in  the  implementation  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations,  With  few  exceptions,  a considerably 
higher  standard  of  cleanliness  and  hygienic  control  is 
generally  necessary  in  food  and  catering  premises.  Your 
Public  Health  Inspectors  are  constantly  working  to  this  end, 
in  spite  of  many  disappointments  and,  in  far  too  many  cases, 
seemingly  lack  of  response. 


PUBLIC  CLSAHSIHG 
REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Modem  rear-loading  collection  vehicles  are  used  for 
the  removal  of  refuse.  A regular  v/eekly  service  is  under- 
taken at  all  dwelling-houses,  and  trade  refuse  is  cleared  from 
business  premises  by  arrangement  with  managements.  Special 
refuse  collections  are  undertaken  during  the  summer  season 
from  hotels,  restaurants,  the  larger  boarding-houses  and 
caravan  sites. 

Income  from  all  sources  in  respect  of  refuse 
collection,  removal  and  disposal,  amoiAnted  to  £887* 

The  Council  considered  the  position  of  householders 
having  old  furnitiire  and  large  articles  for  removal  and 
destruction,  and  a service  was  introduced  whereby  the  Council 
arranges  to  collect,  remove  and  dispose  of  such  large  articles 
at  the  expense  of  the  householder.  The  service  is  operating 
satisfactorily,  and  appreciated  by  persons  concerned. 

The  Dustbins  Scheme  continues  to  operate  satisfactory. 
Some  98  defective  dustbins  at  dwelling-houses  were  replaced  by 
new  bins  under  the  Scheme. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping,  and  some 
incineration,  on  land  at  Malting' s Lane,  Kirby-le-Soken.  A 
track-type  tractor  assists  in  the  work.  Anti-rodent  and 
insect  treatments  are  regularly  imdertaken  on  all  land  in  use 
for  refuse  disposal  purposes.

STREET  CLSARSIIIG 


The  cleansing  of  roads  v/ithin  the  Urban  District  is 
carried  out  by  a Lewin  Mechanical  Sv;eeping  Machine,  and  by 
hand  sweeping,  the  more  important  roads  being  swept  daily. 

Some  16  miles  of  roads  are  involved,  and  12-|-  miles  of 
classified  roads  are  cleansed  by  the  Council  in  arrangements 
with  the  Essex  Coimty  Council.  Street  gullies  are  cleansed 
regularly  by  mechanical  means  under  contract. 

PUBLIC  CONVEITIEI'JCES 

During  the  year,  extensions  and  improvements  were 
completed  to  public  conveniences  at  Eastcliff,  Ualton  and 
similar  extensions  and  improvements  commenced  at  the  South- 
cliff  Conveniences,  Walton.  The  improvement  of  public 
lavatory  accommod.ation  in  Mill  Lane,  Walton-on-Daze,  and  the 
provision  of  new  accommodation  at  Sandy  Hook,  Print on-on-Sea, 
was  under  consideration  by  the  Council. 

In  addition  to  cloakroom  ’#ash  and  brush-up  facilities 
for  which  a charge  is  made  in  the  principal  public  conveniences, 
the  provision  of  wash-hand  basins  outside  of  cloakrooms  was 
extended  wherever  possible  during  19^3?  and  v/ill  be  continued 
during  1964<>  Of  the  15  public  conveniences  in  the  Urban 
District,  10  conveniences  are  already  provided  v/ith  free  hand- 
washing facilities  for  purposes  of  public  personal  hygiene.
